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- Reading Light replies: 
to Wilmington’§ issues 


The Reading Municipal Light 
Board has issued a statement, 
responding to positions and 
issues raised by the Town of 
Wilmington and the Wilmington 
*Chamber of Commerce. 

Wilmington has filed petitions 
with the Mass. Dept. of Public 
Utilities seeking review of the 
rates and practices of Reading 
Light. One point raised by 
Wilmington is that the Reading 
Light board is elected only. by 
Reading voters, with no political 
input from the other towns 
served by Reading Light. 

Representation on the board, 


“~Yaccording to the statement, 


aside from being illegal, is 
administratively absurd. The 
statement likens Wilmington's 
position to the idea of Reading 
asking for a.-position on the 
Boston Edison board of direc- 
tors 

The statement also charges 
that most of the Wilmington 
issues have little basis in fact. 

The full text of the Reading 
Light Board statement follows

A statement to the citizens of 
Reading and ratepayers of the 
Reading Municipal Light 
Department 

As you may be aware, the 
Town of Wilmington (its town 
counsel, the town manager, and 
board of sélectmen) and the 
Wilmington Chamber of 

“Commerce, joined by the town 
counsel of Lynnfield, getitioned 
the Massachusetts Department 
of Public Utilities (Mass. DPU) 
for a suspension of the electric 
rate incrase scheduled to be 
effective 1 June, 1985. 

In its preliminary finding the 
Mass. DPU declined to suspend 
the new rates, but accepted the 
petition as a request to in- 
vestigate the rates of the 
Reading Municipal Light 
Department (RMLD) 

The Reading Municipal Light 
Board (RMLB) has no doubt 
that the rates of RMLD are fully 
in accord with statute and Mass 
DPU regulations, and will be 
found so by the Mass. DPU. 

Are the new rates the only 


issue? Over the preceeding 
months, many issues have been 
discussed in newspapers in the 
various towns. The issues have 
included 1) the degree of par- 
ticipation of RMLD in Seabrook, 
2) street light rates; 3) in lieu of 
tax payments to Reading; 4) 
rate discrimination _ by 
geographic region; (4a) ex- 
plicitly (4b) implicitly through 
discrimination ‘by customer 
class; 5) representation on the 
Reading Municipal Light Board. 
More recently; 6) Wilmington 
has tried to invoke a statute 
(previously ruled against by the 
Mass. DPU) which requires 
“pegotiation” by Reading with 
outside towns. Throughout the 
discussion there runs a thread of 
(7) Reading's unwillingness to 
make available information ot 
various sorts. 

Most of these issues have little 
basis in fact. For example (item 
7) the RMLD is completely 
audited each year, and_each 
year files a complete report with

Deadline extended for 
high school renovation bids

The Permanent Building 
Committee (PBC) voted three to 
one at its Monday night meeting 
to delay the date set for general 
contractor bids to come in. 
The committee also went over 
a compilation of 65 filed sub-bids 
submitted by sub-contractors 
interested in working on several 
aspects of the high school 
renovation project 
PBC members agreed to move 
the general contractor deadline 
from June 28 to July 3 at the 
suggestion of architect Wilson 
Rains of The Design Part 
nership of Cambridge. Rains felt 
that, by changing the schedule, 
they would attract more bid- 
ders, some of whom have said 
they need more time. . 
Chairman Diane Allan 
remained unconvinced. It was 
her contention that the three 
weeks allotted should have been 
long enough. If there were a 
delay, she pointed out, some of 
the 14 eligible companies, with 


bids in elsewhere, might accept 
another job and drop out of the 
running. She also said she felt 
that the PBC shouldn't give 
away any ‘‘concessions” to the 
contractors in case this sets a 
precedent, 

“I guess I take the hard-nosed 
approach with it - that sounds 
cruel,” she said with a laugh 

Construction Manager Stuart 
Lesser agreed with Rains. He 
pointed out that “the more 
competition, at this point,”’ the 
better it would be, as the bids 
may come in at lower figures 
and save them some money 

Allan was also concerned 
about the “time frame” of the 
work. With this kind of delay and 
a long holiday weekend ahead, 
she said, they could possibly lose 
a couple of weeks in the con 
struction phase. 

After further debate and the 
vote tocchange the deadline, it 
was decided to announce the 
general contractor at the July 8 
PBC meeting

Wilson told committee 
members he narrowed down the 
65 filed sub-bids, which came in 
on June 21 to 13 companies to do 
sub-contracting in such areas as. 
masonry, roofing, aluminum 
windows, ceramic tile, 
protection, and plumbing 

Under state law, Rains, the 
general contractor for the 
project has no choice but to use 
the chosen sub-contractor. 

Rains" noted that the bids 
came in “quite close together 
and that the “scattered bids 
reflect the Conditions in the 
market.” He suggested rejec- 
ting all bids in elevators because 
fewer than three bids were 
received and “the price is not 
reasonable without further 
competition,” This is the only 
category which will be rebid. 
he only other real problem 
he said, is the masonry, as all 
bids in that area came in higher 
than his estimation. 

“There's ndthing one can do, 
Rains said afterward, except go 
along with the bid, investigate 
why it was so high, and change

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Dear Larz: 

I commend you and be 
newspaper's attempt to save 
Walker School from destruction. 

I came to Wilmington from a 
city that at one time had no 
regard for old buildings or the 
historical value of older 
buildings. 

Only after the city had torn 
down buildings to make way for 
shopping malls, apartments, 
and parking lots did it regret 
those past decisions. 

Excellent examples of vic- 
torian architecture, early 1800 
buildings and factories, and 
buildings that were found after 
destruction to have had 
historical significance were 
gone; only old photographs are 
left & 

Now that the city is trying to 
restore an entire section to its 
early historical look. Brick 
sidewalks, gas lamps, and 
restored facades to buildings 
have rekindled a spirit of 
cooperation between merchants 
and residents of the city. 

Even if the building must be 
destroyed to build something 
else in its place, every 
possibility must be investigated 
to attempt to save old buildings. 

se older buildings are 
gives Wilmington its 
“charm and its character 
Wilmington is not just another 
streile glass and steel town that 
could be Anywhere, USA. Newer 
communities without old 
buildings all look the same and 
the only thing that may differ is 
the climate between them. The 
people who live in these newer 
communities would be just as 
comfortable in another new 
community because they are all 
set up the same, all look the 
same, and even have the same 
street names. It is as though the 
design came from a master 
computer; ticky tacky houses 
all in a row 

‘The spirit of older buildings 
lives within them and each has a 
soul of its own, It is as though the 
building itself looks over the 
town and you can almost see 
within the building its statement 
of how it feels about the goings 
on about town. 

The silent echos of the past 
within these buildings are 
constant reminders of how 
things were and everyone who 
lakes a moment from their busy 
day to look caretully at old 
buildings, and listen to what that 
building tells them, comes away 
feeling better, rejuvenated from 
the pressures of life in today’s 
world 

The Walker’School is one of 
these windows to the past, a 
building past its prime that cries 
out for restoration, a proud 
building that should remain as a 
guardian of community spirit 
and a link between the past and 
the future. 

I have no answers nor 
suggestions other than to ask 
everyone who cares to try to 
help save the WaJker School. To 
tear down a building just 
because it is there serves no 
purpose other than to deprive 
the future generaton of an op- 
portinity to look into the past, to 
find their roots, and to listen to 
the silent echos,

Wilmington woman attends 
nuclear crisis seminar 


Barbara Sulliyan, a member 
of the Wilmington League of 
Women Voters, recently joined 
League representatives from all 
over New England to train in 
techniques of nuclear 
negotiation and crisis control at 
the John F. Kennedy School of 
Government at Harvard 
University 

The League of Women Voters 
of Massachusetts and the 
Nuclear Negotiation ~ Project, 
Harvard Law School, presented 
a workshop in direct response to 
the newly raised question about 
the risk of nuclear war 
“Regardless of the number of 
weapons in the arsanals, are we 
prepared to prevent an ac- 
cidental nuclear war? 

“While arms control talks are 
stalled in Geneva, League 
members today can’ speak to 
support a system of worldwide 
military erisis control designed 
to prevent what everyone fears 
most - a crisis or low-level 
conflict that, through accident, 
misunderstanding, 
miscalculation, or misplaced 
pride and ambition, escalates to 
nuclear confrontation,’’ said 
LWVM Prsident Susan “Shaer. 

Dr. William L. Ury. director of 


the’ Nuclear Negotiation 
Project, was the keynote 
speaker at the seminar. Dr. Ury 
is the co-author of the best 
selling book, “Getting to Yes,” 
and the author of the newly 
released “Beyond the Hotline’. 

“Negotiation and crisis 


control does not take the place of* 


the League's traditional efforts 
such as fostering open trade, 
supporting the United Nations, 
and limiting and reducing ar- 
maments to prevent: conflict,” 
explained Donna Blackwell, 
president of the Wilmington 
League. 

These efforts are vital com- 
ponents of global security, but 
still cannot guarantee that 
crises and low-level conflicts 
will not develop,” Blackwell 
said. “Plans for crisis control 
add another dimension to the 
League’s historic positions.” 

League participants in the 
seminar are prepared to speak 
about these plans in their local

crisis control centers could work 
and how they can prevent crises 
from happening

Henrietta Swain taught at Walker School 


For the past quarter of a 
century the public schools of the 
United States have conducted no 

ers in their classes. The 

jon was made by the 
Supreme Court of the United 
States. Many will say it was a 
good decision. Not everyone 
agrees. 

In Wilmington there were 
probably public prayers in the 
schools for about 240 years - 
from the date of the first school 
in 1710, to the decision of the 
Supreme Court about 1960. The 
first school was at the corner of 
what is now Butters Row and 
Main Street, inspired by Deacon 
Walker who lived at the Stanley 
Webber house site, and con- 
structed by the nearby 
residents. 

It was always the teachers 
who led the classes in public 
prayer 

One of those teachers, a lady 
who conducted the fifth grade in 
the Walker School for over 30 
years; was Henrietta Swain 
That lady stands out in the 
memory of the person who has 
been writing of the Walker 
School. The writer was in h 
fifth grade in 1920-21 

She was not to be construed as 
a preacher or an evangelist 
because she led the class in 
public prayer. She was a 
teacher, a good one, and she was 
doing her job as a teacher. 

Every morning, étarting at 
9:00, Henrietta Swain would 
read a chapter from the Old 
Testament, King James Bible. 
Then she would lead the class in 
a recitation of the Lord's 
Prayer 

Many. of her readings were 
trom the Book of Psalms. The 
class committed to memory the 
23rd and the 10ist Psalms, as 
well as others. 

And, in the recitation of the 
Lord’s Prayer the writer, a nine 
year old lad, first learned that 
there were differences in the 
practice of religion 

The Roman Catholic ‘version 
of that prayer was shorter. The 
consequence was that the 
Cathohe children would finish 
ine 

There was one Jewish boy in 
the class, Leo Gordon. He would 
sil upright, and not participate 
in that prayer 

Why bring up that, at 
lime 

It so happens that the King 
James Bible, aside from its 
religious value, is one of the 
three best sources of correct 
English Grammar in the history 
of that language. And_ that 
source has now been effectively 
banned trom the public schools 

James the First, he who was 
called by some *:The wisest foot 
in Christiandom’* assembled the 
best English scholars when he 
decided on a new translation of 
the Hebrew and Greek versions 
of the Bible. Those 
produced a work 
probably live torever 

There also other 
sources, tor the English scholar 

Chaucer, and Shakespeare 

Chaucer is not in the 
curriculum ot the public schools 
Shakespeare, to some degree is 
laught in the high schools.

Stapczynski speaks out 


At a rate-setting hearing held 
by the Reading Municipal Light 
Commissioners on June 12 
Wilmington Town Manager 
Buzz Stapezynski made the 
following statement 

“The Town of Wilmington 
finds it impossible to have any 
technical comments for “this 
hearing because the Reading 
Municipal Light Board has not 
supplied the Town of 
Wilmington with facts and 
figures needed to analyze the 
new rates which went into effect 
June 1, 1985. These facts and 
figures were promised to the 
Town of Wilmington in a 
meeting in Wilmington at the 
Wilmington town ‘hall on May 
20th of this year. These facts and 
figures were requested by 
telephone, twice by Town 
Counsel of Reading Municipal 
Light Board's attorney and once 
by the Town Manager of the 
General Manager of the 
Reading Municipal Light 
Department. Because the Town 
of Wilmington does not have the 
necessary technical information 
tomake the kindof input that we 
feel is required, all we can say is 
“thanks, but, no thanks” to the 
three Reading Municipal Light 
Commissioners for their 
generous offer to provide a 
hearing. It seems a little 
peculiar that this hearing is held 
only after three Department of 
Public Utilities petitions have 
been filed: two by the 
Wilmington Board of Selectmen 
and one by Wilmington’'s 
Chamber of Commerce. It 
appears the three Reading 
Municipal Light Commissioners 
are only responsive when the 
customers file at the DPU 

It is a fact that the three 
Commissioners have refused to 
meet. with the Town of 
Wilmington’s Board of Select 
men on several occasions. On 
January 9th I sent a letter to 
Chairman Doughty requesting 
that the Board attend a 
Wilmington Selectmen's 
meeting on January 14th, they 
couldn't attend. On February 
28th I sent a letter to Chairman 
Doughty,, again requesting a 
meeting with the selectmen ot 
Wilmington, North Reading, 
Lynnfield. | gave him four dates 
to choose trom. Once again, no 
joint meeting was held 

It was only after the Town of 
Wilmington sent a police officer 
to 25 Haven Street with a 
demand to meet and negotiate 
that Commissioner Ames, a 
lawyer, and their General 
Manager met with the Town of

department's own expenses 
which include a five percent 
depreciation rate and payment 
on our debt would be $5,019,519. 
The eight percent allowable

Based on the 1-1-83 rate

The Town of Wilmington 
wants to be a good neighbor with 
the Town of Reading and the 
Reading Municipal Light 
Department. The Town of 
Wilmington accounts for ap 
proximately 65 to 75 percent of

Department. If the Town of 


Wilmington leaves the Reading 
Municipal Light Department 
RMLD), it would cause serious 
financial impact on the Town of 
Reading by loss of Wilmington’s 
revenue.

The department's rate 
schedules have always been 
uniform summer and winter 
with no special recognition of 
peak or off peak periods except 
for electric water heating. 
During the last 12 years we have 
experienced higher demands in 
the summer than in the winter. 
In 1984, the summer peak was 
100,640 KW and the winter peak 
was 82,080 KW, an 18.45 percent 
difference. We attribute this 
primarily to our customers air 
conditioning requirements 
Over those 12 years the annual 
peak loads have occurred three 
times in each of the months of 
June, July, August and Sep- 
tember. 

Federal and state regulatory 
authorities are requesting or 
mandating electric utilities to 
design their rates so as to en 
courage energy conservation 
and load management 

The 6-1-85 rate schedules 
include features that will ac- 
complish these objectives 
without the purchase of ex. 
pensive and complex metering 
systems. 

While we have been making 
good progress with a voluntary 
load reduction program over the 
last six years within the Large 
eneral Service (C) customer 
class, we have now begun to 
move the demand charge up- 
ward to the marginal cost of 
purchasing the next unit of 
capacity, This is the same 
methodology as was in- 
corporated in the eMDPU rate 
order in a 1984 retail rate case 
for Boston Edison. These higher 
demand charges will only be 
applicable during the summer 
peak load periods. There are:-no 
other changes in the C Rate 
schedule except to further 
enhance the benefits of reducing 
load at the time of system peak.

The annual " meeting 
approved the establishment of a 
Wilmington Handicapped 
Commission, which will take 
effect on July 1. The commission 
will exist as a matter of law, and 
will have seven members 
Parallel to the commission, a 
new non-profit organization will 
be established which will be able 
to conduct activities beyond the 
scope of the commission. While 
the commission will be dealing 
with matters such as im- 
plementation of laws benefitting 


handicapped persons, the non- 
profit group will be able to raise 
funds, conduct events, and 
provide some input and support 
for, matters before the com- 
mission. 

The AIM comniittee held its 
final meeting on Thursday 
night. Chairman Larry Curtis 
annouriced a list of those he was 
recommending fop-the town 
thanager to name to the com- 
mission. They include himself, 
Mary Hanson, Fred Neilson, 
Richard Gage, Ken Spinelli, 
Donald Tucker, and Robert 
Doucette, chairman of the 
Board of Selectmen.

from which point they could 
later decide on whether or not to 
attack the British forces, and 
where such an attack should be. 

It is not clear, from such 
existing records that this paper 
has, that there were orders to 
the captains of the Minutemen 
companies, but there most 
certainly was an_ existing 
agreement, for all the com 
panies marched to that place in 
Bedford 

The Militia companies in the 
various towns did not march as 
promptly as did the Minutemen, 
but march they did. The Militia 
was made up of all able bodied 
men, from 16 to, it is believed, 
60 

Woburn had three companies 


of Militia, 
corresponding roughly, to 
Winchester, Woburn and 
Burlington. Those three com. 
panies marched to Lexington 
under the command of Major 
Baldwin. 

Other towns, such as 
Wilmington and Tewksbury 
marched, it is to be presumed, to 
Bedford. There is a written 
record in existence giving the 
names of those who marched. 
The record comes, it is to be 
believed, from the families of 
the Gowing family 

Daniel Gowing was a private, 
in the Capt. Timothy Walker 
Company of Colonel Green's 
regiment. The company mar- 
ched on the alarm of April 19, 
and served six and a half days. 
He later became a sergeant, on 
a list dated July 8, 1776, or men 
who were “responsible 
turns" of service in the Crown

Point (Lake Ticonderoga) ex 
pedition. Daniel Gowing, with 
his son Daniel Gowing Jr. were 
credited with one turn 

Daniel Gowing Jr., like his 
father, served in the Wilmington 
Militia commanded by Capt. 
Walker on Concord Day for six 
and a half days. 

Later he served in the 
regiment of guards that was 
guarding the British prisoners 
taken al Saratoga, and who had 
been under the command of 
General Burgoyne. 

He served for 25 days from 
Feb. 10, 1778 to April 3, 1778, at 
Fort No. 2 in Cambridge (near 
the present site of the County 
Court House). The company in 
which he served was com- 
manded by Capt. Cadwallader 
Ford, who had been the captain 
of the Wilmington Minutemen on 
Concord Day

The Wakefield Recycling 
Committee (WRC) and its two 
co-sponsors extend thanks to 
your citizens for participating in 
our paper drive on Saturday and 
Sunday, June 15 and 16. Thanks 
to their thrifty and conscientious 
recycling habits, 46.59 tons were 
realized. The paper has been 
sold for $590.9, and $1,057.59 
was saved from dumping fees at 
RESCO. Another 792 trees were 
kept from being made into paper 
by recycling this amount of 
wastepaper. 

This was our 16th monthly 
paper drive. So far, we have 
collected 644.09 tons, earned 
$9,304.25 from the sale of the 
paper; saved $13,296.41 in 
dumping fees; and kept 10,949 
trees standing tall.

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Europe: Middlesex style—part II 


Editor's note: This is the 
second of a series of stories from 
a recent trip to Europe, spent by 

, the writer in the company of 29 
others, including 22 high school 
students from Burlington, Wil- 
mington and Andover.)

On a clear day you can see the 
mountains of Africa. At night a 
black dog bays at the moon. 

Once arrived and hotel-ac- 
climated in the.province of 
Malaga on Spain's Costa del Sol, 
the 30 Middlesex travelers 
scattered to the four siroccos, 
the pleasant Meditteranean 
winds. 

On the second night, while 
many of the teenagers sought 
the Malaga discos — duly 
chaperoned by modern 
American “‘duenna and cabal- 
lero” (Maria Walton from Bur- 
lington High School and her 
husband Bill) five adults, 
from Stoneham, Wilmington, 
Andover and Chelmsford 
slightly chilled by the coolness 
pfthe mountain village of Mijas, 
wandeted the coastal streets in 
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search of sustenance and 
warmth. 

We found both, in the heat of 
African cuisine at El.Mandeng, 
a-restaurant owned by a Swiss- 
African couple, and named for 
the famous Mandingo people, 
ati once formed a single 
large African empire. 

je meal began calmly, over 
quiet conversation, fresh endive 
and smoked trout — proceeded 
more boisterously with poetry, 
curfied chicken and lamb — and 
surged to riotous conclusion of 
songfest, strawberries and flan. 

e flan, a molded custard 
with burnt-caramel icing, was 
followed .by after-dinner 
remarks, directed to the 
restaurant at large, which by 
now consisted only of our party 
of five, a gaggle of Yorkshire 
newly-weds, and a pair of young 
but apparently ‘uptight women 
from London's Mayfair district 

Our acquaintance with the 
newly-weds soon led to profuse 
toasts to England, the Queen. 
Margaret Thatcher and the 
American bald eagle. 

But it took a second singing of 
the Yale Whiffenpoof Song to 
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drive off the two Londoners — 
for which our hosts and our 
Yorkshire acquaintance 
thanked us, with enthusiastic 
referral to “Miguel’s,"" a sped 
up the street. There we si 

lemon squash and work msi 
some of the gargantuan African 
meal by round-dancing with 
Spanish men and women so 
handsome they might have 
stepped from the frame of .a 
painting by the great Velasquez. 

One writer, Dorothy Loder, 
describes the Malaguenes as 
“typical Andalusians: golden- 
skinned, dark-eyed, slim, 
Bane indolent and pleasure- 
jovin, 

AS fie indolence, we cannot 
say — but the Andalusians we 
met at Miguel's answered the 
rest of Loder’s description — 
and added: courtesy, brilliant 
ivory smiles, and an unflawed 
welcome to us, as strangers to 
their region 

Returning from Miguel's to 
the Hotel Sirocco, through the 
Winding. spotless streets, with 
the walls gleaming white in the 
moonlight, I introduced my 
companions to the howling of the 
dog who dwelled in his semi. 
tropical garden retreat behind 
the hotel 

A light sleeper, I was the only 
member of the Middlesex group 
who ever heard the beast from 
my.room — but I slept well none- 
theless, waking in time for 
breakfast of Valencia orange 
and grapefruit marmalade on 
fresh buttered croissants, and a 
day-trip to the Caves of Nerja 
with their human skulls fused in 
stone, and the fabulous palace of 
the Alhambra, in Granada 

It was during a brief stoy 
Nerja, for ice cream and coffee, 
that we came upon a group of 
Spanish schoolchildren, some of 
whom greeted us with totally 
open, fearless and friendly 
“Hola,” or 'Hello,”’ from behind 
their latticework fence. There 
we first noted an apparent 
paradox that we cannot explain 
it seemed every Spanish child 
we met was physically beauti 
ful: none ugly, none homely 
none even plain; they were all 
beautiful 

From the beauty of the 
children, the bus took us to a 
world of prehistory, peopled by 
both glittering and murky 
figures. Reportedly discovered 
in 1959 by a small boy who 
chased a ball into a hole, the 
Caves of Nerja were used by 
man from the Paleolithic period 
(30,000 years ago) through the 
Bronze Age (about 2.000 B.C.) 
and they are, as the brochure 
states, of “unimaginable, monu- 
mental, haunting beauty 

's, the 
methyst 
limestone droplets have formed 
fanciful creature-shapes; eagles 
and gfyphons, lions, s Ss, and 
other humanoid figures which 
could be futuristic as Star Wars’ 
Darth Vader, or ancient as 
Merlin, King Arthur's magician. 
trapped by the witch Morgan le 
Fey in pale, shimmering 
emerald 
Archeological work 
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caves has unearthed ceramics, 
burial sites, human remains, 
quartz utensils, domestic fur- 
nishings and cavern drawings 
Tanging over their 26,000-year 
period of human use. 

Outside, back in the sunlight 
for 300 pesetas (less fhan $2), 
youcan buy a photo of yourself, 

linded inside the Caves by a 
surprise flasHi. For another 1,000 
pesetas, you can have the same 
photo, transferred as your face 
ina dish. 


From Nerja it was then (for 
some of the more timid) a nerve- 
shattering bus ride through 
hairpin mountain turn and 

along cliff. 


Christian ruin, to Granada, last 
Moorish stronghold in Spain 

In Granada stands a 
monument to the moment and 
the place, where Columbus’ pro- 

sals were finally accepted by 

erdinand and Isabella 
enabling the Italian navigator to 
make his excursion to the New 
World 

Above the plain, or “vega 
the ancient city is set on the 
slopes of three mountain spurs 
— with the snowy crest of the 
Sierrra Nevada as a backdrop. 
The Alhambra is set on the 
central, highest spur. which 
presents a precipitous face to 
the town itself 

When you first see the 
Alhambra writes Darwin 
Porter, “don't be surprised by 
its somewhat somber exterior. 
(1 was —-for it appears as a 
stark, rectangular fortress 
more appropriate perhaps to 
Moscow's Red Square than to 
the region of Andalusia) 

‘Remember that the Arabs 
applied the same principal to 
their architecture that they did 
to their women: they kept the 
outside parts veiled. You have to 
walk across the threshold to 
discover the true treasures. 

Once inside, you can wander 
on your own through the richly 
ornamented open-air rooms, 
with lace-like walls, ceramics 
sometimes too rich for the eye. 
the gardens, fishpond, fountains 
and the Court of the Lions. 

An afternoon is not adequate 
for viewing the vast Alaham 
bra; a week would not be enough 
for serious study. The American 
writer Washington Irving spent 
three months there in 1824, 
where he began his *‘Tales of the 
Alhambra,” but an earlier, less 
romantic view of the place was 
left by Henry Swinburne, after a 
visit in 1775. 

Swinburne observed that the

never recaptured.” By 4800 its 
population was as low as about 
40.000, 


“Although Irving,"’ accordin; 
to Porter, ‘credits the Fren 
with saving the Alhambra for 
posterity, invaders blew up 
seven of the towers in 1812, but a 
Spanish Soldier cut the fuse 
before more damage could be 
done. When the Duke of Wel- 
lington arrived a few years 
later, he chased out. the 
chickens, the gypsies, and the 
transient jars who were 
using the Alahambra as a king 
of tenement dwelling, and set up 
housekeeping himself.” 

But, if you do go, be alert for
